Workshop on City Budget 
Finds Pluses and Minuses

At the final budget workshop be¬ 
fore the public hearing on Mon¬ 
day, June 2, city council last week 
reviewed the revenue accounts, 
the administrative and finance de¬ 
partment budgets, and miscellan¬ 
eous items. There was some good 
news and some bad news. 

The good news consisted of the 
following: 

(1) The county council included 
in its budget a “hold harmless” 
clause whereby the city’s tax re¬ 
bate for 1975-76 will not be lower 
than the 1974-75 figure. As a re¬ 
sult, the city of Greenbelt will re¬ 
ceive $4,000 more than originally 
anticipated for reimbursement 
for services performed by the 
county in unincorporated areas but 
not in municipalities. 

(2) As the result of the Mary¬ 
land General Assembly passage of 
tax bills financing the “circuit 
breakeV’ tax relief program for 
elderly homeowners, Greenbelt 
will only have to put out in 1976 
an estimated $1,000 for elderly tax 
credits instead of the originally 
estimated $4,000. 

(3) Helping to ease the $5,200 
deficit in the swimming pool pro¬ 
gram may be an arrangement with 
the Hunting Ridge Apartments, 
(Goddard Space Village) to use 
the Greenbelt swimming pool 
through purchase of season passes 
for its tenants. 

Bad New s 

(1) Based on the returns from 

the Jan.- March 1975 quarter, the 
tax yield for the next fiscal year 
from the amusement tax is ex¬ 
pected to be lower than predicted 
by city manager James Giese in 
his original budget message. 

(2) There is nothing to indicate 
that the city will be able to re¬ 
sume sale of recycleable newspa¬ 
pers. The city was counting on 
receiving $2,000 in income from this 
in fiscal 1976. 

Budget Highlights 

These pluses and minuses about 
balance out. In general the coun¬ 
cil appears ready to go along with 
the “no-tax-increase” budget pre¬ 
sented by Giese in April. The high¬ 
lights of this budget include: 

(1) a 5 % across-the-board cost- 
of-living increase for city em¬ 
ployees with a 2 % selective in¬ 
crease for certain employees un¬ 
der a new pay plan. 

(2) Establishment of a reserve 
for capital improvements in an 
amount equal to a 3c tax levy, 
plus restoration of part of the re¬ 
serve funds placed in the 1975 
budget which were not realized 
due to the shortfall of revenues. 

(3) Funding of Greenbelt CA¬ 
RES Youth Service Bureau up to 
$10,000 in fiscal year 1976. 

(4) Increase in waste collection 
fees. For non-apartments the 
rate would be increased from $4 
to $5 a month; proportionate in¬ 
creases for others. 

(5) Expansion of recreation pro¬ 
gram in new Springhill Lake Re¬ 
creation Center. 

(6) Use of $43,000 of Federal 
general revenue-sharing funds to 
balance budget.

Is Unwarranted, 
Senator Beall Told 

The Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD) ad¬ 
vised Senator J. Glenn Beall.

submitted to the senator by Eunice 
Coxon relating to Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc., and “have determined that 
further investigation is unwarran¬ 
ted.”

mortgage payments. Senator Beall 
referred the matter to HUD and 
the Federal Justice Department.

HIJD.

Principal differences which re¬ 
sulted in the month-long impasse 
were the cost of the program and 
a low number of referrals from the 
Department of Juvenile Services 
<DJS). Toward resolving these 
differences the city reduced its 
financial request from $87,969 to 
$66,755. In* so doing, the contract 
with Behavior Service Consultants 
for operation of the program for 
the city was eliminated in favor 
of direct city operation. However, 
salaries and expenses would con¬ 
tinue to be covered by the grant. 

With regard to DJS referrals, 
the city made two proposals: (1) 
increasing the catchment or ser¬ 
vice area to include areas adja¬ 
cent to the City; and (2) the in¬ 
formal referral from DJS of 
youths who have contact with 
the police but who are not charged 
with an offense. 

i Help from Legislators 

Prior to the commission meet 
mg, the city council met with State 
Senator Edward Conroy, delegates 
Gerald Devlin and Leo Green and 
county council members Francis 
White and Floyd Wilson. The pur * 
pose of the meeting was to explain 
the program, the modifications 
made by the city and to seek sup¬ 
port for the program. This meet¬ 
ing proved fruitful as the support 
was generated, including both 
Senator Conroy and Delegate Dev¬ 
lin who attended the commission 
meeting. They, (along with Mayor 
Pilski, addressed the commission 
in support of refunding, 

Conroy stated to the Commission 
that "the City of Greenbelt has 
proved that the close coordinating 
structure of communication with 
the City and its youth including 
family counselling has proven be¬ 
yond a doubt that the program has 
been worthwhile particularly in 
view of the fact that the efforts 
have produced dramatic lowering 
of juvenile related crimes and re¬ 
cidivism in the environs of Green¬ 
belt this past year". Conroy praised 
the Mayor and city council of 
Greenbelt for their active and pro¬ 
gressive approach to the problem 
at hand. 

Conditions 

In approving the grant the Com¬ 
mission did impose a condition that 
funding would be "contingent on 
the project maintaining a mini¬ 
mum average of seven juvenile 
referrals a month for a three 
month period commencing July 27; 
also, commencing on October 27 
the project would be placed on a 
funding formula to be approved by 
the Commission in July, 1975 (for 
all Youth Service Bureaus) that 
would provide a certain amount of 
funds for each juvenile referral.” 

While somewhat restrictive, it is 
not anticipated that this condition 
could not be met or that it would 
impair the program, particularly 
in view of the city's proposed ac¬ 
tions for increasing DJS referrals. 


Bureaus in the State. DJS has in¬ 
dicated that its tentative allocation 
of funds expires next March. Also, 
it has been learned that the county 
council has budgeted funds in an 
amount equivalent to 5% of the 
Youth Service Bureau’s expendi¬ 
tures in the county as additional 
support. CARES is one of five such 
programs in the county. Others 
include College Park, Bowie, Lau- 
rel-Beltsville and Glenarden.

Notice of Charter Amendment 

On May 5th, 1975 the City Council of Greenbelt, Maryland adopted 
Charter Amendment Resolution Number 1975-5 and the following 
Title of the Resolution is a fair summary of the amendment: 

Charter Amendment Resolution Number 1975-5 

RESOLUTION OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT ADOPTED PUR¬ 
SUANT TO THE AUTHORITY OF ARTICLE 11E OF THE CONSTI- 
UTION OF MARYLAND AND SECTION 13 OF ARTICLE 23A OF 
THE ANNOTATED CODE OF MARYLAND (1957 EDITION AS 
AMENDED), TITLE "CORPORATION-MUNICIPAL,” SUBTITLE 
"HOME RULE,” TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF 
GREENBELT, SAID CHARTER BEING SUBTITLE 40 OF ARTICLE 
17 OF THE CODE OF PUBLIC LOCAL LAWS OF MARYLAND 
(1963 EDITION AS AMENDED) AND CONTAINING IN * WHOLE 
OR IN PART THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT, 
BY REPEALING AND REENACTING WITH AMENDMENTS 
SUBSECTION 1, TITLE "ASSESSMENTS,” O’F SECTION 40-63, 
TITLE "TAX PROCEDURE,” TO PROVIDE THAT THE ASSESS¬ 
MENT OF TAXABLE REAL AND PERSONAL PROPERTY LO¬ 
CATED WITHIN THE CORPORATE LIMITS OF THE CITY 
MADE BY THE PRINCE GEORGE’S COUNTY SUPERVISOR OF 
ASSESSMENTS AND THE STATE DEPARTMENT OF ASSESS¬ 
MENTS AND TAXATION SHALL BE USED AS THE BASIS FOR 
TAXATION BY THE COUNCIL OF GREENBELT 

The above amendment shall become and be considered a part 
of the Charter of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, according to the 
terms of the amendment, in all respects to be effective and observed 
as such, upon the 24th day of June, 1975, unless on or before the 
fortieth day after passage which shall be the 14th day of June, 1975, 
there shall be presented to the Council of the City of Greenbelt, 
Maryland, or mailed to it by registered mail, a petition for referendum 
signed by twenty percent or more of the persons qualified to vote in 
the general election of the City of Greenbelt, requesting that the 
above Charter Amendment be submitted to referendum to the voters 
of the City of Greenbelt.

Voting Machine Hanky 
Panky 

One issue before GHI members 
is whether to change the bylaws 
to require the use of voting ma¬ 
chines in GHI elections. Up to 
now, use of voting machines has 
not been required, but the GHI 
Nominations and Elections Com¬ 
mittee has chosen to use them 
in the past few years — and that’s 
okay. Previously a ballot box was 
used — and that’s okay. 

Certain GHI members seem to 
have developed a sort of quasi¬ 
religious faith in voting machines— 
they think using the machines as¬ 
sures honest elections and will be 
tamper-proof,^ and that any other 
kind of election is probably fraudu¬ 
lent. 

I oppose making it mandatory 
to use voting machines and I’m 
not for fraudulent elections: Here's 
why: 

I recently had a phone conversa¬ 
tion with the staff director of the 
U«S. Senate Rules and Administra¬ 
tion Committee. He tells me that 
every machine in the state of New 
Hampshire has been ordered sealed 
(and today still is sealed) by the 
committee, which is trying to de¬ 
cide a contest in the Senate race 
last November, over six months 
later! The machines were sealed 
but not moved, he said, because 
moving them can jiggle them and 
the committee wants them kept as 
they were. And, of course, no one 
can use those machines until the 
committee turns them loose. Ad¬ 
mittedly the first time a Senate 
Committee has done this—but state 
courts have done it in various 
elections. It could happen in a 
Maryland statewide. P. G. County 
or 5th Congressional District elec¬ 
tion. 

So GHI could come up to an elec¬ 
tion, which must by GHI bylaws 
be held, along about this time of 
year, and not have a machine avail¬ 
able within quite a few miles. 

2. Now as to machines being 
fraud-proof: 

... In Newsweek, Sept 18, 1972, 
Vol. 80, pp. 45-46, is a story on a 
series of election races in a New 
York Congressional District. On 
p. 46 you will find that among frau¬ 
dulent practices alleged was “ma¬ 
chines jammed.’’ 

■ • * In U. S. News, Nov. 4, 1968, 
Vol 65, p 8, is an article entitled, 
“Vote Frauds: Can They Re 
Stamped Out This Time” It lists 
various types of fraud with various 
kinds of voting methods and at dif¬ 
ferent stages of the voting process. 
Here's part of one paragraph: 

"Rigged machines. Voting ma¬ 
chines are not foolproof. An ob¬ 
struction placed below the lever for 
a candidate’s name will cause a vote 
for him not to register. Dishonest 
precinct workers can cast a sub¬ 
stantial number of votes before the 
polls open. In key precincts, ma¬ 
chines can be jammed, thus causing 
delays and forcing some persons to 
leave without voting . . and more 
kind of hanky-panky with voting 
machines were listed. 

Am I saying that voting machines 
are the devil’s tool?? That they 
are bad? No. Any reasonable 
method of measuring the members’ 
(voters’) decisions on who should 
be elected can be a good, honest, 
accurate method if done right— 
and any method can be made into 
a dishpnest cheat. 

So, we have to use a large dose 
of goodwill, trust in each other and 
common-sense prudence . I know 
that when I was on GHI Nomina¬ 
tions and Elections, the elections 
were honest I’m sure they’ve been 
honest before and since. 

Iton't make one method of voting 
mandatory. On that issue, leave the 
bylaws alone. On that issue, vote 
“No.” 


"Well Conducted Meeting" 

I would like to express my 
thanks to the Nominations and 
Elections Committee for the well 
conducted meeting held at the 
Council Chambers on the evening 
of May 21, 1975 and also express 
my regrets to the committee for 
the very small turnout - only 
seven tenths of one percent 
(0.007%) of the membership — 
that showed up for the meeting. 

Those who did attend were well 
rewarded for the time spent as 
the various candidates — both for 
the Board and for the Audit Com¬ 
mittee — spoke in round robin re¬ 
ply to questions asked by the 
members. 

I would also like to state that on 
the occasion when a late arrival 
was ruled out of order that the 
Chair informed that person sev¬ 
eral times to present the question 
before ruling the person out of 
order due to an insistence of pre¬ 
senting a monologue which ex¬ 
ceeded the time limit without pre¬ 
senting a question to a candidate 
or to the candidates in general! 
The Chair made it perfectly clear 
at each time he interrupted the 
speaker that a question must be 
asked and the monologue discon¬ 
tinued! Since the instructions is¬ 
sued by the Chair were ignored, 
the Chair had no alternative and 
had to rule the speaker out of 
order! (Yes - these comments are 
offered as a rebuttal to any letter 
that may be written to the News 
Review claiming “gag rule” and/ 
or unfair treatment by the Chair!) 

It is noted that at several of 
the meetings that I have attend¬ 
ed that there are those who come 
with notes in hand sufficient to 
present a 20 or 30 minute mono¬ 
logue and when recognized by the 
Chair to speak for the three min¬ 
utes allowed by the rules of the 
meeting proceed to harass the 
Chair when ruled out of order at 
the end of their allotted time when 
they continue to speak. Further¬ 
more, letters are sent to the News 
Review claiming “gag rule” and/ 
or harassment by the Chair on 
some occasions. 

Now - under Roberts’ Rules of 
Order, the time to get approval 
for making the presentation is 
when the Agenda is being adopted! 
It certainly isn’t at the time when 
one has been recognized for only 
three minutes! However, this is 
not to say that a request to waive 
the three minute time limit can¬ 
not be made when first speaking. 

If you will note, under item 4 of 
the Agenda for the Annual Mem¬ 
bership Meeting, we are asked to 
approve the agenda — and that 
would be the proper time to re¬ 
quest time for a pre-planned pre¬ 
sentation ! 

If you will note under item 2 
of the Conduct of Business, that 
the membership can waive the 
three minute limit by a majority 
vote. And, if one does feel that 
he cannot present his spur-of-the- 
moment comments within those 
three minutes, he should ask for 
a membership vote approving his 
speaking longer than three min¬ 
utes! By the same token, if the 
vote of the membership restricts 
the speaker to the normal three 
minutes, he should speak within 
that time limit! 

At the Candidate’s Night, one 
of the points stressed by various 
candidates was a better under¬ 
standing of what is going on 
within GHI and more participa¬ 
tion in general by the member- 
ship-at-Iarge. And, as I see it, 
an explanation of Roberts' Rules 
of Order to the membership-at- 
large would be a first step in the 
right direction!

GHI Board Winds Up 
Its Work for the Year

The second Thursday of each 
month was selected for its monthly 
meetings during June, July and 
August, by the outgoing board of 
directors of Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
at its meeting on May 24. 

Discussion at the meeting focused 
on a recent county health depart¬ 
ment order on control of pollutants 
requiring the replacement of ro¬ 
tary cup burners in the heating 
plants. According to a memo sub¬ 
mitted by GHI Manager Roy Brea- 
shears, GHI has 11 such burners, 
some of which would have to be 
replaced before the opening of 
the 1976 heating season and the re¬ 
mainder before the opening of the 
1977 heating season, at a total esti¬ 
mated cost of between $110,000 and 
$150,000 depending on how much of 
the work could be don e by GHI 
staff. Director Byerly pointed out 
that the first thing needed is to 
find out exactly what the emission 
standards are; and the second step 
is to find out whether GHI is in 
fact in violation of the standards. 
President James Smith said advice 
of counsel would be asked before 
proceeding further. 

The board passed a clarifying 
motion by Director Hugh O’Don¬ 
nell and Comproni reaffirming the 
board’s intent to use the remain¬ 
ing uncommitted GNMA funds 
(amounting to some $32,000) for 
frame home court, with the pro-

vision that the board retains au¬ 
thority to utilize these funds to 
meet legal restraints should that 
prove to be necessary. 

A unanimous report of the Ad 
Hoc Townhouse Investigatory 
Committee (appointed in January 
at the request of the membership) 
was submitted by L. R. Batra, 
chairperson of the committee. On¬ 
ly a minority of the townhouse 
residents, Batra said, had been in 
terested in cooperating with the 
committee. Nevertheless, the 
committee found many examples of 
poor construction, poor architec¬ 
tural specifications and cost cut 
s ting by using poor quality mater 
ials. The committee recommended 
increased inspection of mainten¬ 
ance repairs to eliminate inade¬ 
quate or inappropriate work. 

It also called for better com¬ 
munication with prospective buy¬ 
ers. Specifically, the committee 
stated that the contract with GHI 
should be explained carefully, with 
special attention to the resale for¬ 
mula. Board members indicated 
that they found the report weak 
and inconclusive but voted, with 
Comproni abstaining, to “receive” 
the report. President Smith asked 
Batra to be ready with a brief oral 
report at the annual meeting on 
May 29, as the basis for member¬ 
ship discussion. 

A draft questionnaire on member 
preferences as to election proce¬ 


dures was adopted by the board 
and referred to Smith and Com¬ 
proni for final editing.

Civic and Recreational Activities 


More than 35 organizations were formed during the first year 
of GreenbeWs existence . Following are the accomplishments 
(in appreviated form) of some of those who took the time to write 
about them in the Charter Day Edition . 


Mother's Club 

Greenbelt women, having mani¬ 
fested a desire to organize a Mo¬ 
ther's Club met in the Home Eco¬ 
nomics Room of the school on 
December 1, 1937, 

It was the purpose of those pre¬ 
sent to form a study group which 
would help each and every mother 
with her everyday problems. With 
this in mind, two groups were 
formed, ‘"School Age Mothers”, 
“Pre-School Age Mothers’ Club”. 

Each group is to concentrate on 
a special set of problems. Edna 
Benefiel was elected President, 
Mrs. Eva Morgan, Vice-President 
and Mrs. Carnie Harper, Secretary 
of the “School Age Group”. In the 
“Pre-School Age Group”, Mrs. 
John Murray was elected President, 
Mrs. Marion Havens, Vice-Presi¬ 
dent, and Mrs. Audrey Hayes, 
Secretary.

Greenbelt Legion Post 

At the first gathering of the 
Greenbelt citizens on November 2, 
1937, in the school auditorium, a 
few world war veterans surveyed 
prospects of forming a veterans’ 
organization. 

At this time there were about 
75 families residing here. This 
caucus of 7 veterans decided to 
call interested veterans to a meet¬ 
ing November 16, 1937. 

On this day 15 veterans met in 
the Manager’s office. At this 
meeting it was decided to form a 
Legion Post. All present signed 
a petition for the charter.

Women’s Athletics 

150 Greenbelt women, on March 
23, left husbands at home as nurse¬ 
maids while they reported to the 
gymnasium for “ladies’ night”. 
Many of them sat on the sidelines 
at that first meeting “feeling their 
way”—not too confident of their 
appearance nor athletic prowess. 

The apparent lack of Babe Did- 
ricksons, however, seemed to give 
more confidence and it was soon 
discovered that street costumes dis¬ 
guised shorts, slacks, gym uni¬ 
forms, culottes, overalls, and pa¬ 
jamas. 

Strangely enough, an over¬ 
whelming majority voted against 
forming a club, preferring to leave 
Wednesday night as an open rec¬ 
reational evening with no officers, 
dues, etc. 

The interests in the group have 
been varied—basketball, reducing 
and limbering up exercises being 
the favorites. However, during the 
early spring months the program 
consisted of dance exercises, vol¬ 
leyball, basketball, and simple folk 
dancing.

Greenbelt Boy Scouts 

On December 15, 1937 the Green¬ 
belt Citizens’ Association voted to 
sponsor a Scout Troop in Greenbelt 
and a committee was appointed. As 
its first duty, the committee ap¬ 
pointed Charles G. Pettit III as 
scoutmaster and Crawford N. Bi¬ 
shop as assistant scoutmaster. 

The first meeting of the troop 
(202) was held on December 23 
when nine boys joined and signed 
the original charter. Working 
from this nucleus, the troop had 
increased its membership to 23 by 
February 11, when the scouts gave 
a demonstration in the school 
gymnasium. 

At this time Field Executive 
Hovey presented the troop with 
its charter, and the committee and 
its scoutmaster were sworn into 
office. The troop then became of¬ 
ficial, Receipts from this demon¬ 
stration enabled the troop to pur¬ 
chase its own American flag and 
troop flag. 

Since that eventful night the 
troop has continued its growth 

until at the present time there 
are 32 scouts and 3 leaders.

School & Church Events 


Greenbelt High School 

Begun in the Spring of 1937 and 
completed some ten months later 
at a cost of $142,000, the Green¬ 
belt high school, which will be 
opened next September, stands at 
the intersection of Crescent and 
Beltsville roads. 

A bare three miles from the 
University of Maryland, set a good 
distance away from the road, al¬ 
most hiiden by trees and bushes, 
and surrounded by wide lawns, the 
unpretentious though imposing 
two-story brick building is ideally 
situated for a school. 

Built by the Federal Govern¬ 
ment through a private contractor, 
the high school follows in its ar¬ 
chitectural features the . general 
Greenbelt style — functional. 

Glass brick walls provide an 
abundance of natural light for the 
hallways, while large casement 
windows do likewise for the class¬ 
rooms. Concrete stairways and 
floors render the building com¬ 
pletely fireproof. 

The school possesses eleven class¬ 
rooms. domestic science, music 
and industrial arts rooms. Equip¬ 
ment has already been installed 
for the teaching of sewing, cook¬ 
ing, music, and shop for the boys. 

Some three hundred pupils are 
expected to be enrolled next Sep¬ 
tember when the school opens, of 
which number more than one hun¬ 
dred will come from Greenbelt 
and the remainder from nearby 
communities in Prince Georges 
County. 

Eleven teachers have already 
been hired, and Mr. Roland E. 
Sliker. who is head of the tempor¬ 
ary high school in Greenbelt, will 
be the principal. 

The Prince Georges County 
Board of Education will take over 
both the maintenance of the build¬ 
ing and the supervision of the 
teaching at the high school through 
a plan to be worked out between 
that agency and the Farm Secur¬ 
ity Administration. 

Offering courses in all standard 
high school subjects the Greenbelt 
high school will meet the require¬ 
ments of a certified class “A” high 
school in Maryland. 

A cafeteria will provide hot 
lunches at reasonable prices for 
both pupils and teachers. 

At present the school has no 
auditorium, but the government 
is planning on building one 
shortly as an addition to the 
school,- 

A gravel walk, recently complet¬ 
ed, and running through beautiful 
woodland, connects A block in 
greenbelt with the high school. 

Since no roads traverse this 
path, (an underpass removing that 
hazard at the only intersection, at 
Cr^s^nt road ) this route is ab 
solutely free from traffic dangers.

Elementary School 

Our course of study is tending 
to become a course of living. Our 
purpose for this year was to build 
a course around life in a new com¬ 
munity and better ways of living 
within it. 

Therein, we conceived two sides 
to the process. As regards the 
child, “That as he lives and grows, 
he may live fully and happily; and 
as regards the group, that he may 
ever share more responsibly and 
helpfully in carrying forward the 
common social life.” (Kilpatrick) 

The primary group, grades one 
to three inclusive, have been con¬ 
cerned with a living program of 
eating and sleeping. The family 
eating program alone furnished 
material for study from October, 
the opening date, through March. 
This training surely stimulated bet¬ 
ter living. 

Grades four to seven studied 
giant cities of America and how 
they came about. Many instances 
of living emerged and the children 
developed an appreciation and un¬ 
derstanding of group life. 

To enable children to have a 
greater insight into cooperative 
enterprise, which the adults of the 
town were considering establish¬ 
ing, a cooperative store organized 
around children’s needs was set 
up and through actual experience, 
children learned many cooperative 
principles. 

The school is evolving its own 
philosophy, cooperatively day by 
day. Its procedures are developed 
through democratic control, mu¬ 
tually agreed upon. While tlie 
school respects the uniqueness of 
personality, it, in no way, permits 
sovereignty of person to obscure 
one’s social obligations to the 
group.

The first regular church service 
was held November 14, 1937. Dr. 
W. M. Tippy conducted the service 
and there was an attendance of 
166. A local choir of ten mixed 
voices furnished the music with 
Mrs. George Barr as pianist and 
Mrs. O. M. Johnson as director. 
A pulpit and other essential fur¬ 
nishings were provided by the kind 
ness of friends. 

The first communion service was 
held March 6, 1938 with the Rev. 
A. B. Matzen of Berwyn conduct¬ 
ing.
